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Isa Federal Sales Tax In the Offing, too? 


According to information coming out of 
Washington D. C. one of the next proposi­ 
tions to get more tax money, to be seriously 
considered is a federal sales tax. 
Money is being spent so fast down 
at 
Washington D. C. that in spite of the fact 
that incoming revenue to the government is 
far beyond earlier prediction, and at an all- 
time high, the administration bureaus, com­ 
missions and other spenders have just about 
run out of sources to tap for more tax rev­ 
enue. 
That is the reason that some thought is 
being given to a sales tax for the federal 
government. 
The chairman of the Senate finance com­ 
mittee has indicated that he hopes his com­ 
mittee will not approve any sales tax pro­ 
posal “this year”. It is definitely in the back­ 
ground of federal thinking, however. 
It is said that two programs are in the of­ 
fing. One would place the tax at the manu­ 
facturer's level or the retailer. The other 
would be a straight-out transaction tax with 
the buyer putting his pennies on the coun­ 
ter. 
AU the argument on sales taxes generally 
apply with redoubled force to the federal 
plan. It hits the small purchaser harder in 
proportion to his buying power than it hits 
the well-to-do. But the biggest single stride 
in meeting the whole issue goes untaken. 
We would not have to be plowing up the 
backyard looking for hidden treasure if the 
boys in the White House bureaus and com­ 
missions, would 
decide to stop 
throwing 
money away. If every department would 
quit hiring unnecessary employes, redistrib­ 
ute its work load to see that everyone on 
the payroll now is doing a full day’s work 
for a full day s pay, and eliminate the drones 
from the federal roster, we would be able to 
get along better than we are getting along 
right now without putting the government 
bite on every dollar earned by the sweat of 
the average citizen's brow. 
There should be a tighter rein pulled on 


military spending for alleged “defense” pur­ 
pose. 
The people want adequate and 
ef­ 
ficient defense, but they grow tired of some 
of the financial waste that is apparent in 
this department also. 


Russia Fools Britons 
Four groups of Britons, including teach­ 
ers, industrial workers, students and miners, 
have gone to Russia on vacations this year, 
with other groups 
continuing the 
tours. 
They are lavishly entertained in Russia and 
taken on whirlwind tours of the best factor­ 
ies. homes and rest centers, 
British officials condone the tours or at 
least do not oppose them, but many Britons 
regard the results as deplorable. “These 
simple people”, said one British spokesman, 
“have the wool pulled over their eyes-then 
come back and talk about the land of milk 
and honey.” 
One group of 53 British workers came 
back lauding the life behind the iron cur­ 
tain. A steelworker said: “In all my 38 years 
I have never eaten such good meals.” 
With France 25 percent Communist, Italy 
almost as 
strongly so and many 
British 
labor leaders disposed to slaver over the 
Moscow Reds, this British propaganda for 
Russia is not too assuring as to the future 
defense of Western Europe. The more the 
British and the Russians get together, the 
unhappier the free West will be.

Perhaps the most promising of 
these is the rice

The effective factor in this diet 
is that it keeps the intake of so­ 
dium to a minimum.

No people will volun­ 
tarily adm it inferiority, because 
of blood and color, to any other 
people Much of the antagonism

C hiang K ai-Shek, how ever, had 
to w ait a decade before the U n it­ 
ed States came in. 
A bout one week before 
th at 
w ar was over, and after the J a p a ­ 
nese had tried to find a way to 
peace, Soviet Russia entered that 
w ar and, by the term s of the Y al­ 
ta agreem ent, received as com ­ 
pensation all th at Japan had p re ­ 
vented Russia from accom plish­ 
ing by four w ars and a policy of 
constant and vilant m ilitarization 
* The Japanese accepted defeat 
w ith characteristic fatalism . They 
assum ed the w orst How'ever, the 
United States sent G eneral Doug­ 
las M acA rthur to Japan as p ro­ 
consul, who, instead of treating 
this nation as a conquered foe, 
set out to rebuild it as a bulw ark 
against Soviet Russia 
It is this 
m agnanim ous 
policy 
which is 
now 
incorporated ;n the Dulles 
treaty.

And so, in accordance w ith the 
Dulles treaty, Ja p a n ’s industry 
and her m ilitary pow er will be 
restored and Jap an w ill take the 
place which she should never 
have lost. It will be a great day 
for Asia when Jap an is again the 
bulw ark of civilization against

On Wilson Farm 


Mondav m orning 
w hile Edgar 
Wilson, living on the M iami Trace 
Road, a half mile 
north of the 
Leesburg Road, 
was at w ork, he 
heard a hissing noise in the sky. 
Looking up, he was startled to see 
a 
shining 
object w ith 
a long 
stream er, falling to earth. 
A few m om ents later, the object 
struck the ground w ith a heavy 
thud, 
and 
W ilson 
im m ediately 
started to investigate. 
The object fell in a field con­ 
taining some hogs, 
w ithin a few 
yards of w here W ilson had parked 
his tractor a short tim e before. 
He found a foil-covered wooden 
box, containing som e instrum ents, 
to w hich w as attached a bursted 
plastic balloon w hich m ust h a ’, e 
been m ore than 20 feet in diam ­ 
eter, and a nylon parachute, which 
had failed to open. 
The box was not badly dam aged 
by its im pact w ith the earth, and 
the whole outfit was retrieved by 
Wilson, who had difficulty rolling 
up the bursted balloon and loading 
it into a truck. 
A ttached to the box w as a card 
from New York U niversity, asking 
the finder to take good care of the 
equipm ent and 
to w ire the uni­ 
versity for shipping Instructions. 
A rew ard of $10 was offered if 
the finder followed 
the instruc­ 
tions and shipped the box to the 
university. 
It was stated that the equipm ent 
w as sent up to obtain w eather in­ 
form ation, and that it was "flight 
52”.

The district court voted nine to 
seven Friday for the plan.

judges casting dissenting votes on 
the proposal. 
While Fayette 
County 
is 
in­ 
cluded in the 17 counties, none of 
the dam projects 
are located in 
this county. 
The Delaware County prosecu­ 
tor and 
Luther Liggett, 
Union 
County prosecutor, contend 
the 
district judges did not have a com­ 
plete record of both sides of the 
controversy. 
Lewis said he would file an ap­ 
peal 
with the court of 
appeals 
within the next 20 days on behalf 
of Ostrander area residents. 
They are protesting specifically 
the proposed M ill Creek 
dam in 
Scioto 
Township 
of Delaware 
County, 
which 
would 
dislocate 
much of Ostrander. 
The flood control program ex­ 
tends from Tiffin in the north on 
the Sandusky River to Chillicothe 
and Paint Creek in the south. 
Under the program levees would 
be provided on the Scioto River in 
the Columbus area. 
The program 
also includes 
a 
water supply 
reservoir 
on the 
Sandusky River above 
Bucyrus, 
and calls for dams on Deer Creek 
near Crownover’s Mill, Big Darby 
Creek, Rocky Fork Creek, Paint 
Creek in Ross 
County and 
M ill 
Creek. 
Federal restrictions on the pro­ 
posed $65,000,000 program are ex­ 
pected to delay completion of the 
plan for several years.
